The first n ews of the selection of 
Sedalia as the place of holdin g the 


occu rred in the state. 
Thou san ds 
of person s from all over Cen tral 
Missou ri were presen t, an d this 
y ear the en thu siasm promises to be 
ju st as great. 
A low rate has been secu red on 
all railroads tou chin g Sedalia an d 
ample provision will be made to 
accommodate people who desire to 
atten d the meetin g from con tigu ­ 
ou s territory . 
It is ex pected that 
Sedalia will be filled with demo­ 
crats on that day . 
Details of the St. Lou is meet­ 
in g were n ot discu &sed. 
They will 
be determin ed later. 
The origin al 
plan to hold a big meetin g at some 
cen tral location may be adhered to 
or a n u mber of meetin gs in differ­ 
en t portion s of the city may be ar­ 
ran ged for.

This mean s that Sedalia will be 
called u pon to en tertain thou san ds 
of visitors on that day . The largest 
crowd of people that ever visited 
Sedalia was on “ Steven son Day ,” 
in 1892. 
Mr. Steven son was then 
a can didate for vice presiden t, as 
he is again today . 
Special train s 
were ru n on all of the railroads 
an d between thirty an d forty thou ­ 
san d visitors were here. 
If Mr. Bry an comes to Sedalia 
on this occasion , as it is believed 
he will, it is probable there will be 
a larger crowd here than on “ Ste­ 
ven son Day .” 
It is said the local repu blican s 
will n ow pu t forth an effort to se­ 
cu re the open in g of their state 
campaign for Sedalia also, an d if 
so, ,it is assu red that the city will 
be called u pon to en tertain an other 
large crowd.

J. Bry an may be presen t at 
both meetin gs if it can be arran ged. 
Other speakers of n ation al repu ta­ 
tion will be presen t at Sedalia an d 
St. Lou is. 
Sedalia was selected becau se of 
its cen tral location . 
In 1892 the 
campaign was open ed there, an d 
it is still con sidered on e of the 
greatest political even ts that ever

We fin d as represen tatives 
of the en tire mu n icipality we are 
n ot at liberty to make with the 
con tractor 
the 
same 
con dition s 
which we shou ld be fu lly com­ 
peten t to deman d in an agreemen t 
made by ou rselves as in dividu al 
citizen s. 
To in sert a clau se in the con tract 
requ irin g on ly the employ men t of 
u n ion labor in the con stru ction of 
the pu blic library bu ildin g is clear­ 
ly illegal, accordin g to recen t decis­ 
ion s in other states in regard to pu b­ 
lic works, an d also in ou r own state, 
in the case of Haeu ssler vs. City of 
St. Lou is. 
Hen ce as a pu blic library board, 
represen tin g the people of the en ­ 
tire city , we have n o power or au ­ 
thority to make su ch a con dition 
or provision with a con tractor on 
pu blic works. 
2. 
Sin ce the pu blic library is to 
be main tain ed by gen eral tax ation , 
it wou ld be an abridgemen t of the 
rights an d liberties of an y citizen 
or tax pay er to den y him the privi­ 
lege of laborin g u pon the bu ildin g, 


3 . 
Su ch a clau se in the con ­ 
tract shu ttin g the con tractor u p to 
the employ mert of u n ion labor, 
on ly , wou ld n ecessitate the employ ­ 
men t of laborers from ou tside the 
city of Sedalia in all those depart­ 
men ts in which home labor is n ot 
organ ized.

We believe that both fairn ess 
an d ju stice to all con cern ed con ­ 
strain u s to pu rsu e the cou rse 
which is here in dicated.

It la Not Likely Sedalia Will Have

If a man 
purchased a bicycle in a hona fide 
way, and had every reasoai to think 
the person selling the lucvcle was its 
actual owner, it would seem a little 
hard to take the bicycle away from 
him and leave him with no redress 
whatsoever, the thief having 
had 
time to make good his escape. 
But 
where a man buy.« a $50 or $i 5 bicycle 
for $2.50 or four dollar«, or some such 


trilling amount, he has no moral or 
legal right to his purchase. 
T h e law that a m a n ’s property is his 
own, no m atter where he finds it, is 
good law. 
Persons should not buy 
machines of every T o m , D ic k

11 arry who happen to be passing along 
the highw'ay.

NOT TO BE WIDENED NOW 


A t N e w London, y esterday , Mr. 
Forrest, for the prosecution in the 
J ester case, 
announced that 
the 
state rested its case and for the 
first time in thirty y ears the proof 
against Alex ander J ester, accused 
of the murder of 
Gilbert Gates, 
w as all in the hands of the jury . 
T h e state has used eighty w it­ 
nesses, aside from the depositions 
of a number of 
dead 
witnesses. 
T h e case opened, on the part of 
the state, J uly 9 , and nearly four­ 
teen day s hav e been consumed in 
the ev idence. 
The case will be in 
the hands of the jury by Saturday 
night. 
A t the close of the state’s testi­ 
m ony , 
the defendant’s attorney s 
m ov ed the court to direct the jury 
to find a v erdict 
of not 
guilty , 
basing their motion on their claim 
that the prosecution had failed in 
its direct testimony to establish the 
fact that a crime had been com ­ 
m itted or that the defendant was 
guilty of the crime for which he 
had been indicted. 
J udge E b y refused to take the 
case from the jury , and the defense 
asked an adjournment until after­ 
noon to consider w ho would be the 
first one to giv e ev idence for old 
man J ester. 
T he defense opened its side of 
Ike case at 1 130 o ’clock. 
The first 
m ov e was to impeach the testi­ 
m ony of W m . W . Shrewsbury , the 
w itness w ho testified that he saw 
J ester driv ing along the road near 
M iddie Grov e w ith the body of 
Gilbert Gates ly ing in the w agon 
w ith blood on his face, and that 
w hen he attempted to look in the 
w agon J ester ordered him to go 
aw ay , 
say ing that the boy was 
drunk. 
T he first witness was ex -A ttor­ 
ney General D . H . Inty re, of M ex ­ 
ico, uncle of J oe S. M cInty re,coun­ 
sel for the defense. 
H e testified 
that to the best of his know ledge 
he nev er k new or heard of W m . 
W . Shrewsbury and nev er had any 
dealings w ith him or his brother. 
There was, howev er, another M c­ 
Inty re in Mex ico, who was a law ­ 
y er. 
Dr. B. A . Gooding, W . G. W ar­ 
ner, A sa M . Crandall and George 
R ex , of J asper, Mo., all testified 
that 
S hew sbu ry ’s 
character 
for 
honesty , integrity , truth, v eracUy 
and morality was bad, and that he 
had been burned in effigy in J asper 
because the people did 
not like 
him.

CHINA’S DEEP GAME 


May Be Holding the Ministers 
As Hostages. 


WHAT POWERS WILL 130. 


I t Ministers Are Aliv e They Will Ac­ 
cept Cash Indemnity for the 
Recent Outrages. 


L o n d o n , 
July 25.—The foreign 
office has receiv ed a dispatch from 
the British consul at Tieu Tsin, 
dated Saturday , July 21, stating 
that he had just receiv ed a letter 
from Sir Claude MacDonald, Brit­ 
ish minister at Peking, and dated 
Tuly 4, appealing for relief. There 
were enough prov isions at the lega­ 
tion to last a fortnight, the letter 
said, but the garrison was unequal 
to the task of holding out against a 
determined attack for many day s, 
there had been forty -four deaths 
and about double that 
number 
wounded. 
Sir Claude MacDonald’s mes­ 
sage is regarded in London as only 
a preclude to the absolute confirma­ 
tion of the massacre. 
This is the 
opinion also of the Japanese min­ 
ister here. 
The newspapers sug­ 
gest that the British minister’s dis­ 
patch was held back and released 
about the same time as Mr. Con­ 
g er’s undated m^essage. 
Consultations are 
in 
progress 
between cabinet ministers and of­ 
ficials as to the course to be pur­ 
sued should the ministers prov e to 
be aliv e. 
The 
contingency of 
China holding them as hostages is 
uppermost in the minds of all, al­ 
though the Associated Press corre­ 
spondent is officially informed that 
the Chinese diplomats hav e not y et 
hinted at such action. 
It may with safety be stated that 
should the ministers prov e to be 
aliv e the Chinese gov ernment will 
to some ex tent use them as a lev er 
to compel European and American 
missionaries and commercial enter­ 
prises to moderate their activ ity , if 
not to withdraw from the empire 
entirely . 
On this point, William 
Pritchard Morgan, who is in close 
touch with the Chinese minister, 
said to the Associated Press corre­ 
spondent 
that 
he 
had 
good 
reason to believ e that the Chi­ 
nese gov ernment had entrusted or 
would entrust Li Hung Chang 
w ith the mission of say ing to the 
powers : 
“ Look here, if y ou with­ 
draw y our missionaries and giv e up 
y our concessions, we will be will­ 
ing to g iv e ample pecuniary re­ 
muneration for y our losses. 
We 
will then deliv er y our ministers, 


ex cept Germany ’s, aliv e. 
Well, if 
y ou don’t agreee, 
we can’t be 
answerable for the liv es of y our 
ministers. 
“ We cannot reconcile the major­ 
ity of our people to the foreign ele­ 
ment,,” “ and who,” said Mr.Mor- 
gan, “ will hav e hardihood enough 
to say to China, ‘Go ahead, kill 
the ministers, and we will take re­ 
v enge ?

President McKinley Listens to 
China’s Appeal. 


WILL TRY TO ENÜ WAR. 


Then He Expects to Secure Territory 
ana a Sphere ot Influence 
in China. 


W a s h i n g t o n , D. C , July 24. 
— The president has listened to the 
appeal of the Chinese government 
as transmitted 
through 
Minister 
W u and has signified his w illing­ 
ness to mediate between the 
im­ 
perial government and the powers, 
but only upon conditions 
which 
first must be met by the Chinese 
government. 
The exact nature of the 
terms 
proposed by the state department 
have not yet been stated. 
It 
is 
known, however, that the answer 
is 
entirely 
consistent 
with 
the 
statement of principles laid down 
b y Secretary H ay in his 
identic 
note to the powers, and, moreover, 
it accepts as truthful the Chinese 
statements relative to the safety of 
the foreign ministers at Peking. 
W hatever 
the 
immediate 
out­ 
come of the situation in 
China, 
President M cK inley will not forgo, 
it is said, his announced intention 
of sending W . 
W . 
Rockhiil 
to 
China as his “ 
paramount commis­ 
sioner.” 
It is asserted that the president 
and 
his 
political 
advisers 
have 
definitely planned to secure in the 
near future in China a “ 
sphere h i 
influence” which shall 
equal 
in 
importance and strategic position 
that of any of the 
powers 
save 
Great Britain and Russia. 
In the furtherance of the admin­ 
istration plan to secure territory in 
China, it is said that the presence 
in China of Paramount Commis­ 
sioner Rockhiil is absolutely essen- 
tial. 
Commissioner Rockhiil will not 
return from China until after the 
election in November, and in the 
event 
of 
M cK in le y ’s 
re-election 
congress will be asked to sustain 
the executive in taking the posi­ 
tion that control over a portion of 
territory 
will 
serve the ends of 
justice added to the money indem­ 
nity that will be demanded. 
This is the project which the 
administration is said to have in 
view.

A fter a long period of imprison­ 
ment, which he endured more like 
a ferocious wild beast than like a 
human being, Geronimo, one of 
the most bloodthirsty Indians that 
ever figured in history, has gone 
stark mad. 
He is a prisoner at 


Fort Sill, Ok. 
It cost the government a million 
dollars and hundreds of lives be­ 
fore he was safely behind the iron 
bars. 
Deprived of his liberty as a 
punishment for his crimes, he could 
not stand the confinement.

Caused a Mother to Journey 


Hundreds of Miles. 


VISIT TO HER SON’S T031B 


Anxious to Learn If His Body Had 
Been Petrified and Found 
To the Contrary. 


Mrs. E w in g , of Salt L ake City, 
visited Clinton, 111., on a strange 
errand 
last 
week. 
Her 
mission 
was for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether or not 
the body of her 
5 -year-old son, buried forty years 
ago, was petrified. 
Mrs. E w in g was formerly 
the 
wife of Gen. Granger, who made a 
brilliant record during 
the 
civil 
war. 
A t the outbreak of the 
re­ 
bellion he enlisted and went to the 
front, leaving behind his wife and 
child. 
Soon after the boy died and was 
buried in the lot at the residence. 
T w o years later the remains were 
disinterred and 
were 
buried 
in 
Oakland 
cemeterv. 
W hen 
the 
•/ 
casket was removed from the grave 
it was 
found 
to 
be as heavy as 
stone. 
The lid was lifted and the re­ 
mains were found to be in a per­ 
fect 
state 
of 
preservation, 
and 
looked as natural as when life took 
its flight. 
The body was so heavy 
that those who saw and handled it 
said it w as turning to stone. 
It 
was a dark and bloody time 
when this 
little 
occurrence took 
place, and the father of the child 
was amid dangers in the south and 
the mother did not care to have a 
further examination made. 
Shortly after the body was ex­ 
humed 
Mrs. E w in g , 
then 
Mrs. 
Granger, left the city. 
The gen­ 
eral died and she married again, 
and is now a resident of Salt Lake 
City. 
E v er since the body was ex­ 
humed, forty years ago, it has been 
a constant desire 011 the part of 
Mrs. E w in g to know whether or 
not the body of her boy was petri­ 
fied, and for that purpose she visit­ 
ed Clinton, and, with a few old 
friends, 
went 
to 
the 
cemetery, 
where the sexton carefully removed 
the earth and brought to light the 
casket, which was still well pre­ 
served. 
On removing the cover, 
nothing was found but a handful 
of dust, but the mother was satis­ 
fied. 
A g a in the casket was lowered 
into the grave, perhaps never to be 
again disturbed. 
'The mother has 
returned to her home at Salt Lake 
City.

B y telephoning to Guilford the 
authorities learned that the Allens 
and a third man did get into a box 
car Saturday evening to go to S a ­ 
vannah 
A s they did not arrive 
and as the third man has not since 
been seen, suspicion naturally at­ 
taches to him. 
H is name cannot 
be learned, but an effort is being 
made to find him. 
A brother-in-law of the Aliens 
who was telephoned to at Stan- 
berry said the descriptions of the 
dead men answered those of rela­ 
tives of his. 
The dead men had no 
money or other valuables on their 
persons and nothing by which they 
could be identified. 
One is dark, 
five 
feet, 
eight inches 
tall 
and 
about 23 years old. 
The other 25 
or 30 years old, and five feet, ten 
inches tall.
